SOUTH AMERICAN 
COUNTRIES FAIL 
10 SIGN TREATY 


With Nine Nations Yet 
Outside Kellogg-Briand 
Pact, Six Are From 
Eastern Hemisphere. 


Washington, October 7.—(United 
News.)—Nine nations still remain to 
signify their intentions in regard to 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty for renun- 
ciation of war six weeks after its 
signing at Paris by the fifteen original 
signatories. and of these the adherence 
of three—-the A. B. C. powers, Argen- 
tna, Brazil and Chile—is held to be 
an important factor in its ultimate 
Success, 

The countries .which have not an- 
nounced their intentions are Afghanis- 
tan, Iceland, Hungary, Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Ecuador and 
Paraguay—six of them Latin Ameri- 
ean nations. 

State department officials are some- 
what puzzled by the delay in accept- 


ance by the A. B. C. powers. They 
believe, however, that all of the coun- 
tries which have not yet informed the 
United States of their positions on 
the treaty, will do so within the near 
future, including Argentina, Lrazil 
and Chile. 

The embassies of the latter three 
eountries have expressed confidence 
that their governments will adhere. 
This view is somewhat strengthened 
by announcement of acceptance of the 
pact by virtually the entire civilized 
world soon after its signing at Paris 
the latter part of August. 

Monroe Doctrine Cause. 

In informed circles it is believed the 
delay in formal notification of adher- 
ence by Argentina, Brazil and Chile 
is due to reports from the United 


States that the senate, in considering |. 


ratification of the treaty at the com- 
ing session, may decide to tack on 
some sort of a Monroe Doctrine reser- 
vation. 

Such a move would be disagreeable 
to South America and it is the belief 
here that the A. B. C. powers would 
be disinclined to adhere if there is 
ahy indication the United States may 
make such a reservation in the treaty. 

The view is expressed in informed 
circles that the possibility of such a 
reservation being made in the pact 
may delay adherence by Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile, and possibly Colom- 
bia and Paraguay, until the senate 
takes action on it. 

trazil sent a message to Secretary 
of State Kellogg after the signing of 
the pact at Paris, congratulating him 
on its successful conclusion. Brazil's 
silence since then as to its intentions, 
has served to further puzzle officials 
here. 
Persia and Russia are the latest 
nations to announce adherence to the 
treaty. Persia notified the state de- 
partment last week that it accepted 
the pact. Russia’s acceptance was 
made to France, which extended the 
invitation to the soviet government 
to become a party, inasmuch as the 
United States has no diplomatic rela- 
tions with Russia. 

Coolidge Likes Plan. _ 

In certain quarters the view 1s held 
that when the treaty comes up in the 
senate for ratification the non-accept- 
ance of the A. B. C. powers and the 
recent exchange of notes between 
Great Britain, France and the United 
States over the reported secret Anglo- 
French naval accord will play an im- 
portant part in its consideration. 

Great Britain and France were two 
of the original fifteen signatories to 
the anti-war treaty. 

President Coolidge, in a message to 
President Domergue, of France, con- 
gratulating him on the successful con- 
clusion of the pact, said “I am confi- 
dent the simple provisions of this 
treaty will be accepted by all nations 
hecause I am sure there is everywhere

Washington, October 17,.—Smith 
will get about 4,000,000 of the 5,000,- 
000 progressive votes cast for La Fol- 
lette in 1924, a half-million or more 
for Norman Thomas, the 
socialist candidate, and the balance 
will go for Hoover. That is the con- 
clusion drawn from leading progres- 
sives in different parts of the country. 

If Senator Norris, the recognized 
leader of the progressives, should open- 
ly declare for Smith, as his intimate 
friends continue to expect in spite of 
his qualified denial of newspaper re- 
ports, the percentage will be even 
larger. 

The reports also indicate that Smith 
has made great gains during the past 
month as a result of his western trip 
and the indorsement of his waterpow- 
er and farm relief speeches by Sen 
ator George W. Norris. 

Prohibition and religion are playing 
a ininor part in determining the re- 
sult among the vrogressives, who have 
been won largely by Smith’s declara- 
tions on farm relief, water power and 
relations with Mexico and _ other 
Latin-American countries. 

The reports are also interesting in 
declaring that until Smith's speech of 
acceptance the progressive voters were 
indifferent to both the leading candi- 
dates and had about decided either 
to stay away from the polls or vote 
the socialist ticket as a protest. 

The speech of acceptance is said to 
have turned the tide in his favor, but 
it did not gain real momentum until 
the western trip. The Oklahoma 
speech had an aggressive note that ap- 
pealed-strongly to the followers of 
“Fighting Bob” La _ Follette; The 
Omaha speech won over the progres- 
sive farmers. The Denver speech con- 
vinced the progressives that Smith is 
in earnest in his fight against the 
“nower trust” and the speeches in 
Montana and Minnesota confirmed the 
favorable impression, 

The Milwaukee speech is generally 
declared to have been a mistake. A 
wet speech in Wisconsin was “carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle,” one of the 
progressive leaders writes.

Takes Five Lives 


Pilot Tries Heroically To 
Right Ship With One 
Wing Crumpled But 
Dies in Attempt. 


SCARED GIRL 
SEIZES CONTROL 


Total Loss of Life in 
Three Crashes Is Eight; 
One Other Badly In- 
jured. 


Detroit, October 7.—(4)—Five per- 
sons were killed late today as the re- 
sult of a collision over a local flying 
field between two airplanes, the pilot 
of one of which fought a mastery but 
losing duel with death. 

The dead: Captain Clement W. 
Brown, 32, president of the Brown 
Aerocouple Manufacturing Co., of De- 
troit. 

Miss Margaret Uhle, 27, of Gaylord, 
Mich. Detroit public school teacher 
and fiancee of Brown. 

Russell Paulger, 18. 

An unidentified 
woman, 

Captain Brown and his fiancee were 
circling a local field in a small bi- 
plane manufactured by the former's 
company, when the accident occurred. 
Paulger, piloting a large cabin mono- 
plane, in which the other two victims 
were passengers, attempted to land by 
diving under the Brown plane and 
the two ships collided. 

The monoplane, with both wings 
ripped off and her upper parts gone, 
fell to the ground and burst _ into 
flames. 

The underpinning of the biplane was 
sheared off and one wing crumpled, 
but the pilot was able to keep the 
craft aloft for several minutes. He 
spiralled about a bit, apparently at- 
tempting to straighten by wind pres- 
sure the damaged wing which hung 
below the devel of the wheel base. The 
maneuver was partly successful, ac- 
cording to witnesses, and the ship at- 
tained an even keel. Then as it drop- 
ped slowly earthward, for the attempt 
at landing, the wing folded up and the 
plane nosed down. 

The pilot quickly banked the ship 
and the wing straightened cut. .As-it 
was being jockeyed earthward a sec- 
ond time the even keel was maintained 
until the crippled ship was within 100 
feet of the ground. Suddenly the wing 
collapsed and this time the craft could 
not be righted. It ploughed nose first 
into the turf and the occupants were 
dead when witnesses arrived at the 
scene,

Almost exactly 24 hours after he 
had fallen befofe a bandit’s fire in 
an attempted holdup of an. A. & P.

the abdomen. 

Meeks, who was a clerk in the store, 
was shot down during a duel between 
a bandit and I. V. Ellis, manager of 
the store, who emptied his revolver 
at the thief even though he had been 
shot twice in the left arm. 

A pair of young white bandits had 
robbed a barber shop. diagonally 


across the street from the grocery 
store only a few minutes before their 
attempt on the grocery store. 

While one of the pair stood across 
the street with a rifle, the second, 
pistol in hand entered the crowded 
store. With no apparent reason he 
suddenly opened fire and, a the pan- 
ie stricken patrons screaméd and fled 
before the fusillade, Meeks fell writh- 
ing to the floor and Ellis,. standing 
behind a counter, was shot in the left 
arm and hand. Ellis, disregarding 
his wounds, seized his pistol and re- 
turned the marauder’s fire, driving 
him from the store. 

The bandits escaped in the confus- 
ion and the victims were carried to 
hospitals while the frightened crowds 
milled about the store.

Prominent Figure in City 
Government and Church

Fletcher A. Quillian, one of Atlan- 
ta’s most prominent citizens and for 
many years identified with the city 
government in responsible posts, died 
Sunday morning at the residence, 947 
Ponce de Leon avenue, after an ill- 
ness extending over the past two 
years. He was 69 years old. 

A resident of Atlanta since 15888, 
Mr. Quillian was recognized as one of 


the leading title lawyers in the south. 
He had served the citizens of his ward, 
the second, as alderman and as coun- 
cilman, and was appointed mayor pro- 
tem,.under both Mayor W. R. Joiner 
and Mayor Robert F. Maddox, 

He also was honored with appoint- 
ment to the chairmanship of Atianta’s 
first bond commission, which held 
executive power over an issue in 1910 
of $3,000,000, and he faithfully dis- 
charged his duties in this post. 

Emory Graduate. 

He was born in White county, Sep- 
tember 13, 1859 and was graduated 
from Emory university in 1884, where 
he was chosen as a member of the 
Phi Delta Theta fraternity. He also 
was a member of Palestine Lodge No. 
486, Masons, of the Red Men and of 
the Woodmen of the World. 

Mr. Quillian was one of the most 
active church workers in the city, until 
ijl health necessitated his retirement 
about two years ago.

“There are others with me,” said 
the robber. “If one of you moves be- 
fore I leave, he’s dead.” 

He presumably walked upstairs and 
joined the departing crowd of theater 
patrons, 

Alarms were flashed to detective 
bureau squads but police are without 
even a descriptton upon which to 
work.’ Cobb and his associates were 
too overcome with surprise to note 
his appearance. . 

The robbery was the fourth major 
theater holdup here in recent years. 
In previous cases the crimes have been 
committed by gangs.

HERBERT HOOVER 
BACK IN GAPITAL 
FROM TENNESSEE 


Arrives in Washington 

Early Sunday After 
‘Making Appeal to Vot- 
ers of Dixie. 


Washington, October 7.—()—Back 
in Washington today Herbert Hoover 
rested from the arduous toil of a day 
spent in campaigning in the moun- 
tains of east Tennessee, 

The republican presidential candi- 
date, Mrs. Hoover and 1 son, 
Herbert, Jr., arrived early tolay from 
Elizabethton, where yesterday he 
made the first bid for the support ol 
the voters of the solid south that any 
nominee of his party has made in 
modern poltical history. Among other 


members of his party were George 
Akerson, his persona] secretary. A 
dozen other members of his personal 
staff and a group of newspaper cor- 
respondents. 

Hoover motored direct to his home 
on S street and during the remainder 
of the day followed his customary Sab- 
bath program.

Sixty communists who staged a demon- 
stration here were arrested and double 
that number were taken in custody at 
Pottendorf. 

Due perhaps to the awesome pres- 
ence of the troops not a shot disturbed 
the Sabbath quiet of this home of 


roe tne which brought the train to a 
sudden halt. This was a signal for 
the communists to make a dash for 
liberty. The majority were recap- 
tured and sent on to Vienna, but 
others escaped in the fields.

TOLL OF THE SPEED DEMON. 


It is the opinion of the American 
Road Builders’ association, in con- 
vention recently in Washington, 
that unreasonable speed is a major 
factor in causing highway accidents. 

Various states have 
Speed restrictions, averaging from 
35 to 45 miles maximum. The fact 
is, howéver, hundreds of deaths are 
caused each year by drivers making 
from 50 to 70 miles an hour, losing 
control of their machines in emer- 
gencies, and either colliding with 
approaching cars, or catapulting on 
curves, or other such mishaps pro- 
duced by recklessness. 


Speed rationally used is not the 
greatest hazard. Indeed motorists 
who are level headed, steady of hand 
and sound of judgment, 
their advantage to “speed up” on 
good straight stretches of road to 
the law’s limit. But it is speed 
coupled with carelessness and reck- 
lessness which causes accidents. 


It was stated at the convention 
that 2,706 persons were killed in 
1927 as a direct result of speed. 
Next to inattention speed exacted 
the greatest number of fatalities 
chargeable directly to motor vehicle 
drivers. 

The report of the association on 
this subject concludes: 

“Mere observance of 


legal speed 


limits, however, does not indicate safe ' 
use of | 


driving. The conscientious 
courtesy and caution should temper 
the speed used by a driver to fit the 
conditions of traffic and roadways.” 


The association also pointed out 
the futility of unreasonable speed as 
a means of gaining time in travel. 
The report gives the following con- 
crete illustration: 


“A Chicago taxicab company started 
two cabs simultaneously, destined for 
a point nine miles distant. over a 
main thoroughfa:: of that city. One 
traveled at top speed and the other 
at a reasonable speed. The speeding 
cab arrived at its destination but four 
minutes prior to the -arrival of the 
‘safety cab.’ Dozens of hazards were 
created, lives were endangered, prop- 
erty imperiled and laws violated-—all 
for four minutes time.”

In view of the character of the 
fight being made on Governor Smith 
the public should know that the first 
declaration for religious freedom in 
this country, having the force of law, 
was embodied in the charter of Lord 
Baltimore, a Catholic. 

When the eonstitution of the Unit- 
ed States was adopted, Mr. Jefferson 
was dissatisfied that it did not con- 
tain a declaration for religious free- 
dom—although it did .stipulate that 
one’s religion should not disqualify for 
office and after his return from France 
he drafted such a declaration to be in- 
troduced as an amendment to the con- 


stitution, which is now found in the. 


first amendment thereto. He congrat- 
ulated the Danbury Baptist associa- 
tion for believing with him “that re- 
ligion is a matter which lies solely be- 
tween man and his God.” 

The importance of this amendment 
probably arose from the fact that a 
lot of the old Puritan faction had been 

itating a law for the disfranchise- 
ment of Catholics. 

This same sect had forced Roger 
Williams, an humble Baptist, to fly to 
Rhode Island because of his non-con- 
formity to its creed. "There he set up 
his community and proclaimed abso- 
lute freedom of opinion in matters re- 
ligious. 

It is inconsistent, it would appear in 
Baptists of all others, to object to 
Governor Smith on account of his re- 
ligious beliefs and thus revive the old 
spirit of intolerance that has wrceught 


so much misery in the world, and 


‘which the fathers of the constitution 
| thought they had effectually throttled, 


The old excesses and abuses arose 
not from religious belief but from the 
union of church and state and the at- 
tempt to compel everybody con- 
form to the state religion. 

If we set up any of 
churches as the state shurch—whether 
Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian or 
any other—and give it full sway, the 
same crimes and savagery that pre- 
vailed with the Catholics in the days 
of the Inquisition would very probably 
return. 

This has been demonstrated. When 
the Pre@byterian church was made the 
state church of Scotland, with full 
control of réligious matters, Calvin 
had Servetus burned at the stake for 
his non-conformity to the established 
religion. :

| HO, HUM, WHY EXERCISE. 


Everyone knows that energy is 
necessary for the working of & 
muscle, whether it be the muscle that 
waggles your jaw or the muscle that 
you call your heart or the muscle 
you use to drag yourself away from 
the dinner table when you're fed up. 

Some folks have a vague notion that 
the necessary energy somehow comes 
from the nervous system, and people 
with that notion readily accept the 
idea of “nervous exhaustion” or “‘nerv- 
ous breakdown” or “weak nerves” as 
an explanation for whatever needs ex- 
plaining. These people—there are 
millions of ’em—are so complacent in 
their belief that they just can't un- 
derstand why anybody should get all 
het up over the sad state of alleged 
physiology instruction in the schools. 
Knowing all they want to know about 
their insides, the folks who think 


energy is produced or manufactured in 
the nervous system, regard the teach- 
ing of physiology as rather a silly 
thing anyway, except a few chapters, 
and these few chapters are nasty. 

Well, it may be a shock, but the 
truth is that every iota of energy, 
muscular, vital, organic, functional, 
nervous, brain, call it what you will, 
is derived from the combustion of 
fuel, the oxidation of food material or 
of tissue material, and this process 
is metabolism. 

Every one knows that a fire dies 
down if there is too little oxygen pres- 
ent: close the draft and the fire 
slows down because the oxygen sup- 
ply is diminished. 

The quantity of oxygen absorbed 
the body is not determined by the 
depth or rate of breathing, as too 
many victims of “physical culture” 
sharks imagine. Deep breathing ex- 
ercise is a ridiculous pastime which 
should be left to those who like to 
be humbugged. Certainly anyone can 
crowd an excess of oxygen into his 
blood by consciously deeper and slow- 
er inhalations for «a minute or two, 
but no one can effect a permanent 
gain by that method, for immediately 
after the overbreathing comes inevit- 
ably a compensating period of under- 
breathing, a few moments during 
which one breathes not at all or 
takes only slow and shallow breaths, 
and presently the oxygen level in the 
blood returns to the normal just as 
though there had been no variation 
of the usual breathing. Of course the 
slight additional muscular eifort In- 
volved in the exercise does produce 
a trifling increase in the absorption 
of oxygen, but even that is probably 
wiped out by the compensating pe- 
riod of diminished breathing after the 
effort. 

If you really want to absorb more 
oxygen than you are getting now— 
and this is precisely what millions of 
people need—you've got to work other 
museles than the breathing muscles to 
get it. Fortunately one can employ 
other muscles for the purpose of sup- 
plying more oxygen for metabolism, 
and without any secondary compen-

It spilled a few drops here and there September 29 
when Davis Elkins beat the Navy, South Carolina beat Chicago and Loyola 
scared Notre Dame nearly to death. Last Saturday it splashed all over 
the Western conference when the mighty Michigan eleven tumbled before 
Ohio Wesleyan by a score of 17-7. Little Albion college bumped Michigan 
State 2-0 after the Staters had piled up a score of 103-0 the week before 
against Kalamazoo college. 


The Navy was beaten again, this time by Boston college, 
but this is not as great an upset as the defeat of Navy last week. 
The triumph of Wisconsin over Notre Dame was not particu- 
larly surprising, but the size of the score was an upset of the 
dope. 


The Southern conference was remarkably free from upsets, not one 
marring the even tenor of the schedule. Probably the biggest surprise 
in the Southern schedule was the one-sided game between Alabama and 
Ole Miss, which the Crimson Tide won, 27-0. 


The tide showed a great fund of strength in that game and 
gave some credence to the boasts of Alabama alumni that the 
old Crimson Tide regime is returning. That one victory doesn’t 
necessarily mean anything of the kind, but it is indicative of 
great strength. 


The victory of Georgia over Mercer indicates another great scoring 
machine such as the Bulldogs had last season. Vandy’s battle with 
Colgate—providing Colgate is as strong as usual—means that the Com- 
modores are also among the strong teams. Of the “Big Four” in con- 
ference circles, Tech showed the worst by comparison, though it was 
not lack of offense that made Tech look bad. The Jackets just haven't 
arrived. They played Saturday like they would be expected to play in 
the first scrinermage of the season.

NATION 13 TRADING 
IN STOCKS, BONDS 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, Oct. 7.—For the first 
time in the histofy of the country the 
whole nation is trading in the stock 
and bond market with the number of 
security holders thirty times larger 
than fifteen years ago, President Pres- 
ton of the American Bankers’ asso- 
ciation stated at this week's conven- 
tion held at Philadelphia. 

On the same day that this state- 
ment was made the viewpoint that 
the whole nation for the first time in 
history of the country is trading in 
the stock and bond markets was con- 
firmed by the monthly statement of 
brokers loans published by the New 
York Stock Exchange, showing the 
figures up $462,000,000 for Septem- 
ber to a new high record for all time 
of $5,513,000,000 and up $239,000,000

At this time in 1921, following the 
ending of the violent war and post- 
war deflation period, brokers loans 
as reported by the New York Stock 
Exchange stood at $948,000,000. 

The increase of from $948,000,000 
to $5,513,000,000 in brokers loans as 
reported by the New York Stock Ex- 
change represents the increase in the 
country’s margin holdings of securi- 
ties. Aside from the $5,513,000,000 
now being borrowed from the banks 
to carry securities purchased on mar- 
gin, billions of dollars are tied up in 
securities purchased outright but held 
for speculative profits.
